He made his third and last start as a 2-year- 
old in England’s premier stakes race, the Middle Park 
Stakes at Newmarket. He won this race by %%4 of = 
length from Hypericum with four others trailing. 

Wrote John Betts in Winners of 1946: “Nothing 
could be better than his well-developed forearms and 
beautiful straight hind legs, with exceptionally strong 
hocks. He has strong, square quarters with a power- 
ful drive. Although his withers are set well back, he 
has plenty of saddle room: altogether a horse of qual- 
ity combined with strength.” 

*Khaled’s first start at 3 was in the Column Produce 
Stakes, in which he carried 134 lbs. He also won the 
St. James Palace Stakes (1 mile), carrying equal 
weights and defeating Aldis Lamp, Radiotherapy, and 
others. He finished second in the 2,909 Guineas (to 
Happy Knight, with Radiotherapy third, Gulf Stresm 
fourth), and third in Eclipse Stakes, 11/4 miles, 121 lbs.. 
to Gulf Stream (118), Edward Tudor (114). His only 
other start was in the Derby, in which he was un- 
placed. “Khaled won at Santa Anita.

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TOP RACES OF TOP HORSES, by Neil Newman 


The durable MAD HATTER raced for seven seasons, never took a lame step. He 
made history by winning the Suburban Handicap at eight. He was temperamental, 


but he could run fast. 


Mad Hatter: For Seven Seasons 


He Won His Share of Races 


Mad Hatter. a brown horse by Fair Play 
—Madeap. by *Rock Sand. was bred by 
the Nursery Stud of August Belmont and 
foaled in 1916. He was the second high- 
class son of Fair Play which appeared up 
to this time. Stromboli, foaled in 1911, 
was the first. 

As a 2-year-old he was not particularly 
impressive, winning but two races in 10 
starts. earning $2.478. One of these was 
the Bellerose Selling Stakes. at Aqueduct 
in September. 1918, worth $1.450 to the 
winner. He was ridden by Merritt 
(Happy) Buxton. 

The Bellerose was won in the colors of 
Samuel C. Hildreth, who had purchased 
most of August Belmont’s horses in train- 
ing that summer. Mr. Belmont was en- 
gaged in the war effort and was tempor- 
arily retired from racing. He also sold all 
his yearlings that August. Man o° War 
was one of them. Hildreth bought Mad 
Hatter for the same sum Man o° War real- 
ized by public auction—$5.000. 

Mad Hatter displayed marked improve- 
ment at three. but he did not really come 
to hand until the autumn. He was out 
only seven times. but won four races, the 
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most important of which was the inaugural 
running of the Latonia Championship at 
1%4 miles, value $45.090. His earnings at 
three were $54,991. 

Mad Hatter continued to race until he 
was eight years old. He started in 98 
races, won 32. was second in 22, third in 
15, unplaced in 29, earned $194,525. He 
was a temperamental beast and would 
have won other races had he raced kindly 
at all times. Withal he was a horse with 
an iron constitution, blessed with the fa- 
mous Fair Play legs and feet. He was 
never sick, sore, or lame in his life and 
no distance was beyond his compass. He 
won stakes at various distances from six 
furlongs to two miles. 


THE BIG FOUR. I was much intrigued 
with four races he won. I shall take them 
in chronological order. The first was the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup. 2 miles. scale 
weights, in 1921, when he was five years 
old. In this stakes Mad Hatter, which 
had been passed on to Harry F. Sinclair, 
carried the white with green collar and 
cuffs, and was coupled with his stable- 
companion Grey Lag, then three. In ef- 


fect the race was a match between the 
Rancocas Stable and the Greentree Stab: 
entry of Touch Me Not, Frank Colltilet; 
up, and Damask, ridden by L. Penman, 
who looked like an altar boy. 

Earl Sande rode Mad Hatter. as he did 
in most of the races run by the son 9j 
Fair Play. Laverne Fator was astrid 
Grey Lag. About a week earlier, Touch 
Me Not. trained by James Rowe, had up. 
expectedly beaten Grey Lag in the Lay. 
rence Realization, but despite this the 
Rancocas pair were 3 to 20, the Greentree 
entry was 8 to 5. 

Hildreth declared to win with the 3. 
year-old Grey Lag. Sande was instructed 
to go to the front and set the pace. This 
he did. rating Mad Hatter perfectly. Mad 
Hatter ran kindly and in the stretch had

his opponents punch drunk. Sande tried 
to obey orders, but Grey Lag was too far 
astern. When Mad Hatter went under 
the wire his head was pulled sideways, 
but he won in 3:2225. The record was 
3:2145. Had Sande not been handcuffed 
by orders, Mad Hatter would have estab- 
lished a new record. 

A year later, in the Metropolitan Handi- 
cap under 129 pounds, Mad Hatter led 
all the way. but was ridden out at the end 
to win by a length from Careful (4. 112), 
with Sennings Park (127) third. Captain 
Alcock, On Watch, Georgie, Yellow Hand, 
and two others were in the beaten field. 
The race from a time standpoint was ex- 
cellent—1 :3635. 

In 1923 L saw Mad Hatter, then seven, 
put forth one of his best efforts. This was 
in the Toboggan Handicap, in which Mr. 
Vosburgh allotted Mad Hatter 128 pounds. 
Sande again rede and Mad Hatter was 
8 to 5. 

To all intents and purposes Mad Hat- 
ter was left at the post, but Sande sent 
him after his field. J. E. Widener’s Run- 
antell (104). trained by Tom Welsh and 
ridden by Clarence Turner. followed the 
blistering pace (with Cyclops. 109, at his 
saddle skirts) set by Harry Payne Whit- 
ney’s Rocket (4, 116). 

Rocket collapsed at the half-way mark. 
At this stage Mad Hatter was still ninth

Sande was driving like Jehu, and Mad 
Hatter was responding with a will. He 
began running over his rivals in the 
stretch and in the last hundred feet Sande 
drove him between Runantell and Cyclops 
and got up in time to snatch the victor 
by a short head in 1:1045, equaling the 
track record. 

To this day I think it was the best race 
I ever saw Earl Sande ride and the best | 
ever saw Mad Hatter run. Hildreth, think. 
ing Mad Hatter might need a little help, 
started two others, Knobbie and_ Rigel, 
Laverne Fator rode the first and Mark 
Fator the second. Both were broken 
reeds. Knobbie, shuffled back early, fin. 
ished in the middle of the field. Rigel 
was a tailed-off last. 


THE SUBURBAN. When the racing 
season of 1924 rolled round Mad Hatter 
was a little “long in the tooth.” He was 


eight years old, but sound as a bell of 
brass.

But the commission 
said it just as bluntly in public. and 
aroused twin yelps from New York City 
and Nassau County authorities last week. 

Nothing was heard from Saratoga 
County. but suppose nothing needs to 
be: during the summer season it is unsafe 
to attempt to retrieve a coin accidentally 
dropped on the sidewalk there. In fact, 
such a coin seldom hits the sidewalk. 

The commission has made its point sev- 
eral times before. making the same com- 
plaint in its 1946 report. to name one in- 
stance. There wasn’t a peep out of any- 
body. That a protest followed this year 
can be due to nothing else but the fact 
that the taxing agencies are uncomfortably 
aware that their burden is proving harm- 
ful. I do not think that on this account 
either New York City or Nassau County 
will be disposed to let up. but I do gather 
that they are afraid that racing authori- 
ties are going to be able to make so power- 
ful a case that they will have to. 

The current argument has drawn, from 
several quarters. the observation that no 
music is so pretty as the wails of race 
track operators, but this, while it may be 
nicely phrased, is strictly untrue. No 
race track operator has. officially or pub- 
licly, said anything at all. It was ex- 
plained. in response to a direct question 
as to why the tracks were lying down, that 
this tax is not levied on the tracks them- 
selves. but on the monies bet by the pub- 
lic. and that therefore the tracks are not 
a party to it. and have no ground on which 
to protest. 

This appears to me to be a piece of 
legalistic nonsense, and | am sure no other 
business organization would be governed 
by it. But anyway. that’s the official posi- 
tion taken by all of the New York racing 
associations: the tax is levied on the pub- 
lic, and the tracks have nothing to do 
with it. 


L used to have a great deal of admira- 
tion for people in the older historical! ro- 
mances who went to the guillotine and 
took snuff on the steps. but in actual life 
[ find the tendency less pleasant. If the 
tracks had fought the 5 per cent bite in 
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the first place they might have prevented 
it. and if they fought it now they might 
get it repealed or reduced. But they 
won't. 

At least the issue. which has been bat- 
ted around in purely racing circles for 
some time, is now completely out in the 
open. I do not know that racing will gain 
anything by this. but surely it has nothing 
to lose. 


DECORATION. Belmont Park, alone 
of the New York associations, made no 
money to speak of in 1948, partly because 
its purse distribution is largest, and partly 
because it maintains all year long the 
training grounds on which most of the 
horses which race on the other courses are 
prepared. So at the end of the year Bel- 
mont spent a part of the profit it didn’t 
make on a quite handsome  80-page 
brochure. 

The front and back cover are in color, 
and I gather that Belmont is as proud of

Mr. Tutt has a yearling sister to Picnic 
Lunch and Model Cadet, expects a Ques- 
tionnaire—Hadepine foal this year. 
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the two pools at the club house entrance 
as it is of the three which appear on the 
totalisator. The bulk of the booklet is 
given to the stakes events of 1948. each 
one getting a page of type dealing with 
the history of the race and the story of 
the 1948 renewal, and picture which 
may be the finish or the posed shot in the 
winner's circle. together with some em- 
bellishments. such as trophy presenta- 
tions. 

It’s a neat. nicely printed job, and while 
it was intended primarily for distribution 
to the press. I shouldn't be surprised if 
an extra one or so could be waggled out 
of the Westchester Racing Association. 
which lives at 250 Park Avenue. 


ASSORTMENT. Now. of course. it’s 
all to do over again. The most interesting 
part of the racing of the next four months. 
aside from a few rich handicaps. will be 
that which selects the new crop of 3-year- 
olds for the spring classics. Possibly be- 
fore these remarks are in print. John B. 
Campbell will have released his Experi- 
mental Free Handicap. which sets up a 
tentative ranking. based on 2-year-old 
performance. |The Free Handicap weights 
will be released January 11.—Eb. | 

At the same time Mr. Campbell might 
congratulate himself on the way in which 
the horses he put on top last year came 
through for him. Citation was at the top, 
and he’s still there. Better Self and Relic 
were ranked next, in a tie. What Relic 
might have done we don’t know, of course, 
but he was going great guns when he went 
wrong last winter, having won two stakes 
in his first two starts. 

Better Self was second in’ earnings 
among the 3-year-olds last) year. with 
$197,010. Then came My Request. which 
was ranked one pound lower. He won 
$138.000 and was third among the 3-year- 
olds in earnings. not counting Salmagundi, 
which got his in California. where it grows 
on trees. Coaltown wasn’t on the list, nat- 
urally, because he didn’t race in 1947. So 
the 1948 Free Handicap was a pretty fair 
job of selecting. 

A good many people still wish Mr. 
Campbell could be badgered into making 
a Free Handicap of the 3-year-olds at the 
close of each year. as a semi-official rank- 
ing. In England. for instance. you don’t 
have to root around to see how the 3-year- 
olds ranked in 1938; the Free Handicap 
does it for you. America has no such 
convenience, unless you take the various 
polls which sports publications make, and 
these do not ordinarily go more than three 
deep in each classification. 

But Mr. Campbell says he won’t.

Campbell and the Experimental; 
Hialeah to Use ‘Tattoo Only 


Miami 


John Banks Campbell. the bulky and 
amiable gent who is considered the No. 1 
handicapper in the country. has completed 
the task of assigning weights for the Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap, important 
special for 3-year-olds to be renewed in 
the spring at Jamaica. 

These weights will appear in the Janu- 
arv 11 issue of the Racing Calendar, and 
‘twill be more than interesting perusing 
them. 

Eligible to the Experimental will be 
those horses weighted by Campbell. based 
on 2-year-old form in 1948. It is run in 
two divisions. one at six furlongs. the 
other at one mile and a sixteenth. Last 
vear Ben F. Whitaker's My Request went 
on to seale the heights after winning both 
ends of the race. 

Campbell weighted 100 of last year’s 
leading juveniles for the Experimental. 
reflecting his estimate of their capabilities. 
“After the first 40.” he admitted. “it was 
tough grading the other 60. I may have 
left out a few that could beat some of 
those included in the list.” 

By the way. Campbell is equally shrewd 
at “doping” the skippers. He had no 
sooner finished his Experimental weights 
than he picked four straight winners in 
Miami's sailboat regatta. 

He will serve as one of the stewards at 
Hialeah Park’s impending meeting. after 
which he will. of course. resume his duties 
as racing secretary and handicapper at all 
New York tracks in 1949, 


DICKER. The grapevine has it that 
the Gables Racing Association. which 
operates Tropical Park. is dickering for 
the purchase of controlling stock in Gulf- 
stream Park. There are 15,000 shares 
outstanding, it is reported, and the rumor 
is that James Donn, president of Gulf- 
stream. wants $200 a share. or the same 
price he paid Harold Clark for his stock 
in the track. which gave Donn controlling 
interest. Tropical Park has offered $170 
a share. 

It long has been felt there are too many 
tracks here—three. with Hialeah Park. of 
course, the main one—and at the same 
time too many racing days—1]20. 

Should the Gables Association effect a 
deal for control of Gulfstream. newest and 
most modern of Greater Miami's race 
courses, it would shift its dates there and 
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either dismantle or sell Tropical Park. 
Gulfstream Park is considerably more 
ideally located than Tropical. on the main 
highway leading from Miami to Hallan- 
dale. about 16 miles away. 

The Old Westbury trotting association, 
which has operated harness racing with re- 
markable success at Long Island’s Roose- 
velt Raceway. is reported willing to pur- 
chase Tropical Park and convert it into 
a harness track. though this type of sport 
has not yet been legalized here. 


STILL SCARLET. In the meantime. 
Tropical Park’s current meeting is ap- 
proaching its January 15 final. Gains in 
betting and attendance since Christmas 
Day have been encouraging. but the over- 
all picture still remains dismal. 

During the first 28 days. the betting ag- 
gregated $11.727.315. for an average of 
$418.832, a turnover far below any esti- 
mate made by observers. It represents a 
decline of about 30 per cent from last 
year. The last 12 days of the meeting 
hold the promise of pushing the average 
up to around $465,000 a day. but even 
this fond expectation. if realized. would 
net get the association out of the red. 


NEW DEAL. The change-over from 
the old to the new Florida State Racing 
Commission was accomplished officially 
this week, following the inauguration of 
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Fuller Warren as governor of the Sun. 
shine State. Leo Edwards. prominent 
Miami auto dealer and an ardent devotee 
of racing for years. was appointed by 
Warren as the new chairman. a selection 
praised highly in local Turf circles. Other 
members of the new commission are Roy 
Patience, of Crescent City; Ralph Crum, 
Lakeland business man: P. C. Corbin, 
Blountstown auto dealer; and P. B. Be. 
ville. Jacksonville banker. 

R. G. (Pug) Wilson and R. C. Nelson 
were named to represent the new commis. 
sion as stewards during the remainder of 
the season. Wilson will officiate during 
the closing days at Tropical Park and in 
the first week at Hialeah Park. Then he 
will hold forth in the stewards’ stand at 
Sunshine Park, near Tampa. which oper- 
ates from January 26 to March 12. and 
conflicts with both Hialeah and Gull. 
stream. Following the close at Sunshine 
Park. Wilson will succeed Nelson at Gulf. 
stream Park. Nelson will take over the 
steward’s post after Wilson departs for 
the Tampa track. working at both Hia- 
leah and Gulfstream. 


NUMBERS. Hialeah Park this winter 
will become the fourth track under the 
banner of TRA to use only the lip tattoo 
for identification of Thoroughbreds. At- 
lantic City, in New Jersey. and Pimlies 
and Laurel. in Maryland. eliminated the 
photograph and = marking system last 
season, 

Many horsemen here disagree with the 
claim of the TRPB of which Spencer 
Drayton is the head. that the lip tattoo 
makes unnecessary the photograph and 
marking method. On the contrary. they 
think that elimination of the pictures for 
identification is a backward step. 

While the lip tattoo is a valuable addi- 
tional aid in identification, horsemen and 
officials whom the writer sounded out on 
this controversial subject expressed the 
opinion that by itself it cannot siand up 
with the photograph and marking system. 


STRAIN. Logan Batcheller. the clever 
little apprentice, ran into a bad slump in 
the saddle last week. He rode only three 
Winners, as against 16 the week before. 
when liis paycheck was $1.305. His slump 
had bogged him down to 24 consecutive 
losing mounts before he snapped out of it 
on his 25th.

Royal Gem won many stakes and handi- 
caps. including the Caulfield Cup. in which 
he beat Columnist. *Bernborough.

One of his out- 
standing performances was a win in the 
six-furlong Flying Handicap. in which he 
carried 149 pounds in 1:11.

A Roundup of the 2-Year-Olds of Last Season 


Paris 

There are only three genuinely import- 
ant races for 2-year-olds on the French 
racing calendar. The purses for them are 
800.000. a million, and 115 million franes, 
respectively, but even so the money com- 
pares very unfavourably with purses of- 
fered in events open to 3-year-olds and 
upward. 

For example. the Grand Prix de Paris 
and the Prix de Are de Triomphe offer 
5 million francs. and the Prix du Jockey 
Club 3 million francs. 

The three classics for 2-year-olds are 
the Prix Robert Papin. six furlongs, 
Maisons-Laffitte. in July: the Prix Morny. 
six furlongs. Deauville. in August; and 
the Grand Criterium, one mile. Long- 
champ. in October. These races tower like 
mountain peaks over the other races open 
to the younger generation. 

Under these circumstances it is hard 
for a good 2-year-old to earn its training 
bills, even if at about $100 a month, U. S. 
currency, the expenses seem small. 

The present situation seems to have 
arisen from two reasons, one psycholog- 
ical, the other economical. 


POST-WAR POLICY. All the racing 
societies have the greatest difficulty in 
keeping their budgets in line with their 
real income. The value of French cur- 
rency has declined steadily for the last

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four years. After buying the necessities. 
the people generally have very little left 
for unessentials, and that little grows less 
every day. Racing societies’ budgets are 
constantly increasing. 

It would seem logical that the tradi- 
tional and satisfactory pre-war racing pro- 
gramme should have improved in such a 
manner that the different grades of racing 
would maintain their levels. But this has 
not been done. Increased receipts from 
racing have been used mainly to raise the

smaller purses, so that the differences be- 
tween categories have been narrowed con- 
siderably. 

During the occupation of France by the 
Nazis, racing was concentrated at one or 
two tracks. The dates and venue of some 
traditional events were changed. and some 


were not run at all. After the liberation, } 


when the racing associations were able to 
resume operations, they were in a haze as 
to how to start again. 

A certain trend of opinion, upheld by 
“small” owners, was all in favour of rais- 
ing the small purses. One view was that 
events of international standard. such as 
the Grand Prix de Paris. did not call for 
high sums of added money. as the winner 
acquired sufficient future value for stud 
purposes as to make the prize money a 
secondary consideration. 

It was suggested that money derived 
from the betting and gate receipts should 
go to help pay for the upkeep of those in- 
numerable useful horses for which there 
is no further ambition than to trv to make 
expenses. 

The new policy most strongly affected 
2-year-olds, because races for them are 
not considered conclusive in’ themselves. 
but are viewed primarily as preparations 
for later on. During the last season. ad- 
justments were made, and the three big 
races for 2-year-olds mentioned above have 
had their value increased order to 
eventually attract international competi- 
tion. 


SUCCESS ABROAD. The racing of 
horses as 2-year-olds in France is discour- 
aged by another factor which is even more 
difficult to overcome than changing eco-

and older horses in the big races of Eng- 
land, such as the Derby.

Many experienced racing people are in-

people will agree, too, that our greatest 
victories in England are partly a conse- 
quence of the lack of interest in France 


fleeting post-war coincidence. 
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in 2-year-old racing, and the effect this 
has on the breeding and training of Thor- 
oughbreds in this country. 

It is difficult to take sides in this con- 
troversy. 

Practically none of our breeders are 

very keen on bloodlines reputed to be pre- 
cocious. Owners are content to wait un- 
til their horses are three or sometimes four 
before racing them strenuously. And for 
another thing. an outlet is obtained from 
hurdle races, where 
purses often are higher than on the flat. 
Trainers get satisfaction from this type of 
joint racing. 
In France. with its grass tracks and 
longer races. it is preferred to make selee- 
tions at the ages of three and four. rather 
The 2-year-olds. 
therefore. are treated as the poor relations 
of racing when it comes to rich prizes. At 
the same time. however. opportunity for 
horses of this age averages two or three 
races out of the daily seven. 

A 2-year-old frequently will be tried 
out fewer than half a dozen times, unless 
it is of modest class. Many run only once 
or twice. for schooling. or will not be 
raced until they are three. That is why 
between one-third and one-half of the can- 
didates in our 3-year-old 
usually colts or fillies which were raced 
very little at two. if they were raced at all.

CLASSIFICATION. At the end of the 
year. therefore. the 2-year-old generation 
is partly unknown. It can be put into 
three groups: Class A—-a few leading 2- 
vear-olds which have hardly been raced: 
Classes B and C-—a big bunch of good 
runners with prospects. whether they are 
maidens or not: Class D-—a much greater 
number of well-raced claiming and moder- 
ate handicap horses. 

\ true appreciation, it thus follows. can- 
not be offered of the French 2-year-olds if 
we take into account only the money won 
on the track. But a fair classification can 
be drawn up by considering the value of 
the stakes competed for. 

The Prix Robert Papin, first of the three 
major events to be held during 1948. 
brought into the limelight the filly Coro- 
nation, which won easily from Fontenay 
and Narvike. At Deauville a month later 
the same filly, which belongs to M. Marcel 
Boussac. began to lose her form. and fin- 
ished third in the Prix Morny to Amour 
Drake and Musette. with Narviko fourth.

Curiously enough. no top 2-year-old suc- 
ceeded in beating another good one as 
many as two times. The difference there- 
fore between Coronation. Amour Drake. 
Musette. and Ambiorix is very difficult to 
decide. Supremacy traditionally at- 
tributed to the winner over the mile at 
Longchamp. In this case it is Ambiorix. 

To prophesy that these four will main- 
tain their ranking in 1949 would be too 
rash. They will have to meet horses whose 
quality is still more or less unknown. We 
are confident that a big contingent of 
class 3-year-olds will be present next sea- 
son for the annual invasion of the British 
Isles. And maybe some of them will make 
a bid on North American race tracks. 


NEW YORK DATES FOR 1919 


New York again will have 196 days of 
racing—all the law permits. The season 
will extend from April 1 through Novem- 
ber 15. 

The schedule for the five New York 
courses is approximately as for last year. 
But Belmont Park has gained seven days 
—50 days of racing in 1949, against 43 
last year. Jamaica and Aqueduct each 
lose three days. and Empire City loses 
one,

New York Racing Pays a $38,874,521 Tax Bill 


As has been acknowledged before by 
this magazine. the New York and Illinois 
racing commissions issue the most com- 
prehensive annual reports regularly re- 
ceived. If similar state governing bodies 
issue reports of comparable scope. their 
circulation is extremely limited. and they 
do not reach this office. 

At hand is the report on 1948 racing by 
the New York State Racing Commission. 
It covers more than 60 large mimeo- 
graphed pages and has an index. 

Since 1946. when the pari-mutuel tax 
was increased by 5 per cent on behalf of 
municipal and county governments in the 
State. the New York commission has ob- 
jected strenuously. in print. It objects 
throughout the current report. Whether 
it will object to the degree of marshaling 
the various interested forces and marching 
on Albany is not stated. 

There is a suspicion that mere printed 
remarks. however pointed, will not get the 
job done. Not for the racing commission, 
anyhow. 

Mayor William O'Dwyer. of New York 
City. takes an opposite view from the 
commission. That extra 5 per cent has 
been named the “O'Dwyer Bite.” But the 
mayor takes more than pride of author- 
ship. He feels exactly like a mayor who 
sees $12.375.316.43 pour into the city’s 
coffers from a soft and practically unde- 
fended source. 

Back when the New York commission 
published its report on 1946 racing, the 
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commission remarked about the new tax 
and wished it would be abolished. Mayor 
O'Dwyer made a brief and blunt reply: 
“... Lam not concerned with the troubles 
of horse bettors or with associations that 
find such business profitable... .” His 
concern, he said, was with “patients in 
hospitals . . . schools . . . health 
centers ...” and so on. 

When the New York commission’s 1948 
report was publicized, and emphasis laid 
on the “bite.” the mayor was ready with 
rebuttal: “I will oppose any attempt to 
change the tax. Ill do it through the 
city’s radio station ... or any other radio 
station that cares to help me. This is one 
time the city is not going to take it lying 
down. 

“If it were not for the race tracks in 
New York City and the revenue they get 
from New York City residents. you could 
buy horse meat for 10 cents a pound. 

“I do not share in the grief of the State 
Racing Commission or in the grief of 
horse owners. horse players. or financiers 
who operate our race tracks in New York 
City. I wish they would share with me 
in the interests of our sick and the gen- 
eral welfare of the city... .” 

The foregoing viewpoints are cited not 
to further the dispute, if that’s what it is. 
but to emphasize to breeders and owners 
that government, once it declares in, is not 
easily declared out. Legalized off-course 
betting, night racing, and perhaps other 
measures designed to produce more tax 


revenue are not at all impossible in the 
face of such philosophy as expounded by 
Mayor O'Dwyer. If a politician finds a 
whipping boy who bleeds money. he’s go- 
ing to lay on heartily.

DECREASES. The New York commis- 
sion, in its 1948 report on betting, uses 
1945 as a control year. Racing was at 
its peak throughout the United States in 
that year. and the extra 5 per cent tax was 
not in effect in New York. 

On the basis of the 1945-1948 compari- 
son, the average daily pari-mutuel handle 
The total 
pari-mutuel commission in New York, it 
may be observed. now is 15 per cent. The 


declined 42 per cent last year. 


State gets 6 per cent (plus a share of the 
breakage). the tracks get 4 per cent, and 
the county or municipality in which a 
track is located gets 5 per cent. 

The racing commission has maintained 
that the extra 5 per cent to local govern- 
ments has kept people from betting. They 
will stand for 10 per cent, the commission 
says, but the extra 5 per cent has made 
them sour. They stay away from the New 
York tracks, or they bet less, or they go 
to New Jersey for their racing. or they 
call up a bookmaker. 

In proof of its contention that the “bite” 
is devaluing the golden egg. the commis- 
sion cites: 

“In 1948 the place pool total reflected a 
decrease of 41 per cent from 1945, the 
peak year in New York and the last year 
with the lower tax of 10 per cent. The 
show pool total of 1948 reveals an ap- 
proximate 50 per cent drop from 1945, 

“The place and show pools generally 
attract two distinct types of bettors, i. e.. 
the more conservative, and the large-scale 
professional bettor. It is evident from the 
decreases that these pools are being shun- 
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ned and the potential wagering is per- 
haps being diverted to illegal channels.” 


TRACK PROFITS. Profits made by the 
New York tracks in 1948 are not ac- 
counted for. The latest available, the re- 
port says, are for 1947. Here are the 
figures. They are interesting, even if a 
year behind time:

The above figures are in round numbers. 
Taxation includes payments to Federal. 
State. and local governments. 

The service item includes rental on the 
totalisator, finish camera, starting gate, 
and such expenses as policing. cleaning 
up. and so on. 

The item of depreciation also includes 
other operating expenses, presumably in- 
surance, etc. 

On a rough percentage basis, the items 
break down as taxes—69 per cent, pay- 
rolls—6 per cent, service 3 per cent, de- 
preciation 3.6 per cent, and profit 444 
per cent. 

The profit percentage is based on total 
receipts for a year, not on the money in- 
vested in the race tracks.

_ Figures on track profits were first pub- 
lished by the New York commission in 
1943. At that time it was said that a 
profit statement on race tracks had never 
been given out before. Here is the profit 
picture for the last five years at the New 
York tracks (there is no breakdown by 
individual tracks) :

“a 2-year-old he topped the Handicap Optional (Free Handicap), at three and four he was 
a given 130 pounds and 134 pounds, respectively, on the Free Handicaps. His earnings of 
; 4,081,610 francs are greater than that of any other horse imported to America from France. 


At three *Basileus II won the Grand Prix de Deauville (1 5/8 miles) and the Prix du 
Consel Municipal (1 1 2 miles—last of the top French races). He was second in the Derby 
and St. Leger. At four *“Basileus won the Prix des Sablons (1 1/4 miles—France’s principal 
spring race for older horses) and the Prix du Nabob (1 1 /2 miles, beating 5-year-old *Priam 
II at even weights. He was third to Caracalla in the Ascot Gold Cup, 2nd in its French 
counterpart—Prix du Cadran—to Marsyas. Throughout his career “Basileus II showed a 
marked preference for 1 1/4 miles but his class was so great that he could tackle the stam- 
ina-specialists at their own distances. 


*Basileus II is a son of Victrix, best horse ever bred and raced by the late J. E. Wide- 
ner in France. Besides “*Basileus II, Victrix is also sire of Avenger, winner of 1947 Grand 
Prix de Paris, defeating both French and English Derby winners. “Basileus II's first two 
dams are stakes winners and both placed in the French 1,000 Guineas. ‘*Barberybush II 
produced four stakes winners. *Pervencheres produced three stakes winners and is 
granddam of eight stakes winners.

THE HANDICAPPER. The annual re- 
port took notice of John B. Campbell, 
handicapper and racing secretary at the 
fve New York tracks. During the year. 
the report stated. Mr. Campbell graded 
12.673 horses for 1.405 flat races. 


THE DOUBLE. In 1946 the Daily 
Double was abolished in New York. At 
that time the commission stated that “the 
history and background of this form. of 
wagering has not proven conducive to the 
best interests of racing in New York.” 
the tracks has 
fallen off. the racing associations will be 
permitted to restore the double in 1949, 
if they want to.

In October. 1948. a survey was made at 
the Empire track by the Opinion Research 
Corporation.

EFighty-one per cent of 
them wanted the return of the double. 8 
per cent were opposed. and 11 per cent 
said they had no opinion. 


BREAKAGE. The State receives 60 
per cent of the breakage at four courses 
in New York and the tracks get 40 per 
cent. At Saratoga there is a 50-50 split. 

Through the years. breakage in New 
York has averaged three-fourths of 1) per 
cent of the mutuel handle. In 1948 the 
breakage amounted to $2.410.389. This 
was slightly below the average. 

The commission accounted for the dip 
—which it estimated at about $159.000— 
to a lower percentage of winning favor- 
ites on the year. With fewer tickets to 
pay off. the breakage was smaller. 


MINUS POOLS. — Possibility of minus 
pools, occasioned by Citation’s appearance 
in New York last year, was minimized by 
an amendment to the rules. Tracks now 
have the option of opening place and show 
pools when an outstanding horse is run- 
ning in a sweepstakes. In handicaps and 
overnight races there must be win, place. 
and show pools if as many as five separate 
entries start. Win and place pools are 
required for four separate entries, and 
win pools in races having two or three 
separate entries. 


PURSES. Total distribution to horse- 
men was $8.874.940. This was a record 
for New York. and for U. S. racing. Here’s 
how it was distributed:

The 197-day season was the longest in 
the history of New York racing. 


EIGHT RACES. The “desirability of 
increasing the State’s revenue from racing 
and also affording the horsemen the daily 
opportunity to race for an additional 
purse” has led the commission to advo- 
cate eight races daily instead of the seven 
usually held at New York tracks. It prob- 
ably will be the standard in New York 
from now on. 


OFFICES. Chairman Cole was elected 
during 1948 to the presidency of the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners. Charles E. Morgan, head of 
the commission’s laboratory. was elected 
president of the newly organized Associ- 
ation of Official Racing Chemists. 


DISQUALIFICATIONS. Fifteen horses 
were disqualified during the year. Numer- 
ous fines and other penalties were imposed 
for infractions ranging from jockeys’ tac- 
tics to grooms beating a horse with a 
broomstick. 


SARATOGA. Unofficial pallbearers 


have been ready to carry Saratoga to the 


burying ground for the last few summers. 
But the upstate course has been able to 
continue operations mainly through hold- 


ing a two-week meeting at Jamaica. 
Enough revenue was derived from this 


meeting to finance the home session. 

“It is hoped.” the report observed. “that 
this co-operation will continue, as without 
it there is grave doubt that racing could 
continue at Saratoga Springs.” 


IMPROVEMENTS. New barns, a land- 
scaping program, wash rooms and dormi- 
tories, a fire alarm system, a spit box, and 
other improvements were noted at Bel- 
mont Park. Aqueduct bought some ad- 
joining property for parking space. 


SPIT AND URINE. A total of 7,993 
samples of saliva and urine were exam- 
ined in the commission laboratory during 
1948. 
laboratory was started. The work was. of 
course, under the direction of Mr. Morgan. 


It was the busiest year since the 


Of the samples. 4.507 were from New 
York running tracks. The remainder 
were from harness tracks in the State, and 
from hunt meetings in Pennsylvania and 
Virginia. The laboratory also helped with 
the problems of other racing commissions. 

Drugs were found in only four of the 
nearly 8.000 samples. One was from a 
Thoroughbred. the other three were from 


Standardbreds. 

In the case of samples from one harness 
horse. which showed up positive on two 
occasions a few days apart. the morphine 
discovered was believed to have come from

In addition to the routine work of the 
laboratory. experimental and research 
work was conducted, especially during the 
non-racing months. Both new and_ old 
drugs were investigated. 

The policy was adopted during 1948 of 
taking urine samples from each winner 
and from certain other horses. Six in- 
spectors were appointed for the work. 

The inspectors were instructed to wait 
not longer than three hours to get a sam- 
ple. unless special instructions had been 
given about a certain horse. In such a 
case he waited until he got a sample. re- 
gardless of how much time was required. 

Records were kept from May 29 to No- 
vember 15 on the length of time required 
to collect urine samples; 1.136 samples 
were involved. 

More than 
hour or less. 


half were collected in an 
The average time was an 
hour and 11 minutes. One sample was 
collected in 16 minutes. another took nine 
hours and 36 minutes. About 98 per cent 
of the samples obtained were collected 
within three hours. In 46 cases (4 per 
cent of the total), urine was not voided 
during the three-hour period. When a 
urine sample was desired from a_ horse 
which was stabled at a track other than 
where he had run, the inspector went 
along in the van. 


SWAMP FEVER. Five suspected cases 
developed during the year. Upon careful 
investigation only two seemed to indicate 
the possibility of swamp fever. Test 
horses were inoculated with blood from 
the suspected animals, and negative re- 
ports were obtained. 

A quarantine center was established at 
the unused Empire City track for horses 
suspected of having contagious diseases. 


PHOTOS. Both still and motion cam- 
eras were used to photograph races. 
Movies were made of the running of races, 
and the Photochart camera was used to 
determine the order of finish. 


On 379 occasions the finish photos were 
consulted before the winner was an- 
nounced; 281 races required photos for 
second; 314 for third; and 176 for fourth. 


A maximum of seven minutes was re- 
quired for delivery of a photo to the 
judges. The pictures recorded two dead 
heats for first. five for second, eight for 
third. and four for fourth. 


CLAIMS. During the year 202 claims 
were made at prices ranging from $3.500 
to $15.000. Two horses went for $15.000. 
one for $13,000. 174 were claimed at from 
$3.500 to $9.000. 


STEEPLECHASING. Purse distribu- 


tion for races through tthe field reached 


$579,285. a record high. Mrs. Corliss Sul- 
livan, whose horses are trained by her 
son, Rigan McKinney, led the owners with 
earnings of $55,025. Her principal win- 
ner was The Heir, which earned $42,325. 
The Rokeby Stable’s American Way was 
second high with $27,075. which enabled 
his owner to finish second in the money- 
winning standings. 


TOP HORSES. Calumet Farm’s Cita- 
tion was the leading money winner of the 
New York season with $246,200. He got 
it in the Belmont Stakes, Sysonby Mile. 
Jockey Club Gold Cup, and International 
Gold Cup. 

Harry LaMontagne’s 4-year-old _ filly 
Conniver was second with $158,305. Blue 
Peter led the 2-year-olds with $148,140. 
and Myrtle Charm was second with 
$62.880. 


FORM. Percentage of winning favorites 
in flat was 33.03 per cent—464 
choices 1.405 The public 
made 157 horses the favorites at less than 
even money; 53 per cent of them won. In 
jumping races, 39 favorites won for an 
average of 35 per cent.

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STEEPLECHASING 


Annual Report of 
Hunt Association 


The year 1948 did not produce an out- 
standing jumper. according to the annual 
report by the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association, but it was a season of 
many good jumpers. 

Well balanced fields and close races 
marked many of the important contests. 
Hunt meetings were particularly success- 
ful. beginning at Camden in the spring. 
One of the bright aspects of the year. from 
the viewpoint of the hunt people. was the 
development of a circuit in the mid-West. 

Purse distribution at steeplechase and 
hunt meetings reached a new high.  Dis- 
tribution was off slightly at major tracks. 
but the difference was more than offset by 
increases at hunt meets. 

The NSHA was able to encourage local 
meets by contributing purse money. es- 
pecially to the spring events. The two- 
day United Hunts meeting at Belmont 
Park in June resulted in a slight financial 
loss, mainly because of unfavorable 
weather. and the association was not able 
to support the fall hunt meetings as had 
been planned. But it was able to under- 
write insurance for riders at sanctioned 
meetings.

Santa Anita’s ‘Unusual’ Track; 


Helis May Hold a Strong Hand 


Los ANGELES 

From the looks of things. this is one 
season that mudrunners are going to have 
all the best of it at Santa Anita Park. This 
is not because the weather has been “un- 
usual.” which is a Southern California 
colloqualism that means “rainy.” It is 
simply because the Santa Anita “miracle 
mile.” as it was called once upon a time 
because it dried so rapidly, no longer does. 
The miracle now is that it has managed to 
maintain its dampness so long. 

There was a nice, healthy downpour on 
the eve of the opening of the 50-day sea- 
son. Next day the track, quite naturally, 
was sloppy. But although nary a drop of 
rain fell afterward, the track was still con- 
siderably off four days later. 

You know how trainers are. First they 
look at their horse. and then they look at 
the racing strip. If there is the slightest 
thing about either that is not perfect, you 
hear of it. They have been pretty vocal in 
the case of the slow-drying race track. 

Actually. before the rains came. Track 
Superintendent Joe Combs was beaming 
all over on what he considered the finest 
strip Santa Anita ever had. In workouts. 
horses were bouncing over the track in 
fairly sensational time. and they were 
coming back to the barn in good shape. 
Combs maintains that not a pound of dirt 
has been changed in the track from last 
year. No sand has been removed, nothing 
added that would retain moisture. He 
should know. but the fact remains there 
has never been a track at Santa Anita 
that acts as this one does. 

So far the horses have been able to 
handle the mud much better than one 
Harold Collinson, who tootles the horn 
that calls the Thoroughbreds to the post. 
On opening day Collinson was disappear- 
ing well above the ankles of his well-pol- 
ished boots every time he stepped onto 
the track to perform his duties, but he 
tas clung to the job tenaciously and will 
earn a mud mark before the meeting is 
much older. 


The mud just about ruined the chances 
of the public favorite, Harry N. Isenberg’s 
game colt Audacious Man, in the $50,000 
added California Breeders Champion 
stakes. And it was a shame, too, because 
Isenberg. who has been seriously ill, was 
at the track to see his home-bred colt per- 
form—watching from the window of an 
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ambulance that had been driven along- 
side the track at the furlong-pole. 

It was the first time that Isenberg had 
seen him run since the colt made his de- 
but a year ago at Santa Anita. Because 
of a heart ailment, Isenberg did not see 
Audacious Man in his races during the 
summer at Hollywood Park, where he 
looked so impressive. The defeat was 
disappointing, but Audacious Man was 
far from disgraced. and his owner took it 
in that spirit. 


SPLAT! It turned out that Audacious 
Man ran the race virtually blinded by 
flying mud. He got a face full of goo 
rounding the club house turn and Trainer 
Lank Avant. who has done an excellent 
job with the son of Iron Hills—Audacious 
Lady. had to lead him back to the barn 
and wash out his eyes before he could 
see again. Under the circumstances his 
third behind Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Seley’s 


Duplicator and Mrs. Noriar Dikran’s Top 
Turrett was creditable. 

Pretty much the same thing that hap- 
pened to Audacious Man_ befell Hedley 
Woodhouse. astride War Slave. which fin- 
ished fourth. Woodhouse made the mis- 
take of wearing only one pair of gog- 
gles. (Johnny Longden. who rode a 
triple opening day, wore three pairs, one 
above the other. As the top set of goggles 
muddied up, Longden yanked it down, 
and could still see the way to the win- - 
ner’s circle, although he must know it by 
heart by now). At any rate, Woodhouse 
came out of the race so blinded by mud 
that his eyes had to be washed out sev- 
eral times before he could see again. 

Duplicator’s victory was the first big 
break in racing that the Seleys have had 
since they entered the sport a year and 
a half ago. The first horse they owned 
was War Valor, which they purchased 
from Howard Hawks. In his first race 
in their silks, War Valor broke a leg. was 
destroyed. He is buried in the infield at 
Del Mar. 

Then they purchased Moneybags. which 
is so unsound they have never been able 
to train him for a race. Their next horse 


was Ventriloquist, a bad-legged plater 
which has been getting no better. Then

Almost $100,000 was 
contributed by race tracks, branches of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association. the Jockeys’ Guild. and vari- 
ous individuals. 

After the expenses of coping with the 
disease had been met. including the reim- 
bursal of owners for part of their loss. the 
rental of a segregation farm, and so on. 


$37.621.49 was left. This was turned over 
to the Grayson Foundation. which has a 
swamp fever research program under way 
at the University of Pennsylvania (see 
THe Bioop-Horse of December 11. page 
656). 

The balance of the funds had been held 
this year in case an outbreak of the 
disease occurred. 

The emergency committee consisted of 
Mr. Smith. Frank South, national secre- 
tary of the HBPA; Keene Daingerfield. 
an owner-trainer; and Lincoln Plaut, of 
Triangle Publications. Among those pres- 
ent at the luncheon at which the check 
was presented to the foundation were Dr. 
Raymond A. Kelser, vice president of the 
Grayson group and dean of the School of 
Veterinary Medicine at the University of 
Pennsylvania.

BATTLEFIRE was bred end raced by Calumet Stable, and is one 
of the best bred sons of Bull Lea at stud. His trainer, Ben A. Jones, 
regarded him highly and he wes among the Calumet nominees for the 
Kentucky Derby and other three-year-old stakes in 1945.

If you were ever perplexed as to which 
was the “near” and which was the “off” 
side. leg. or foot of a horse. relax. Those 
frequently confusing terms are now ob- 
solete. even among the breeders of Thor- 
oughbreds who. it seems, were themselves 
often mixed up as to which was which. 

One of the functions of The Jockey Club 
is the registration of every Thoroughbred. 
Registrar Harold O. Vosburgh’s office 
handles some 6.000 applications each year. 
In a guide to the proper description of a 
horse's color and markings. just issued by 
Marshall Cassidy. executive secretary of 
The Jockey Club. breeders or others  fill- 
ing out registration papers are asked to 
use “left” in place of “near.” and “right” 
rather than “off.” 

The guide also defines and_ illustrates 
the various facial markings found in Thor- 
oughbreds which are as follows: star. a 
white mark between the eyes: snip. a 
white mark between the nostrils: stripe. a 
white mark extending down the face to 
the bridge of the nose (just above the nos- 
trils); blaze. an exaggerated white stripe 
not including the eyes or nostrils: and 
bald. a white face including the eyes and 
nostrils or a portion thereof. 

Equine anatomy finds the “elbow” 
above the knee, or at the point where the 


foreleg joins the body. is evidently the 
cause of mixups in registration descrip- 
tions. even among horsemen. For the 
proper description of the lower legs The 
Jockey Club guide defines the ankle as the 
joint between the pastern and the cannon 
bone; the fetlock as the lower rear portion 


of the ankle. 


Color is also a problem. a choice exam. 
ple being Domino. the Black Whirlwind, 
registered as a brown and described by 
historians as “of that peculiar color that, 
when the light was bright. showed him a 
chestnut.” 

The Jockey Club’s guide lists seven col- 
ors for Thoroughbreds, defining them as; 
“Bay. this varies from a light yellowish 
tan (light bay). to a dark rich shade al. 
most brown, and between these a bright 
mahogany (blood bay). Brown. this is 
sometimes difficult to tell from black or 
dark bay. but can be distinguished by 
noting the fine tan or brown hairs on the 
muzzle or flanks. Black, if any doubt 
arises in determining between dark brown 
and black. the black can be determined 
by noting the fine hair on the muzzle. 

“Chestnut. this varies from a dark liver 
color to a light washy yellow. between 
which comes the brilliant red gold and 
copper shades. Never have black mane. 
tail or points. Dun, this varies from mouse 
color to a golden dun, and very generally 
is accompanied by black points and stripe. 
Gray. this is a mixture of white hairs and 
black. sometimes scarcely distinguished 
from black at birth. getting lighter with 
age. Roans, there are two classes of these 
—red or strawberry. produced by the in- 
termingling of red. yellow, and white 
hairs: and the blue, produced by inter. 
mingling of black, white and_ yellow 


hairs.” TRA.

\ reporter on the Louisville Times did 
some figuring: If one handbook makes a 
yearly profit of $13.192. the profits from 
the estimated 300 books in the city would 
amount to $3.957.600. And if this repre- 
sents 20 per cent of the handle, the books 
would have an annual turnover of about 
$19.790.580. 

Basis for these estimates were figures 
submitted during the trial in Federal 
Court at Louisville last week of Joseph L. 
Lurding. who was found guilty of criminal 
evasion of income tax on four counts. Sen- 
tence was deferred until January 6. 

Lurding owns a bar and grill at Louis- 
ville. has an interest in a racing stable. 
He has been receiving half the profits 
from a handbook operated in the bar. And 
according to Federal authorities. he had 
not made accurate tax returns for 1943. 
1944, 1945. and 1946, 

The handbook figures were brought out 
during the course of the trial. One of 
the operators of the book testified that he 
paid Lurding the following sums as a 
share in the profits: 1942—$5.478; 1943— 
$7.998; 1944—$7.528:; 1945—$5.201: 1946 
—$6.777.

During the trial Lurding admitted that 
he had spent $30.000 in 1942, though he 
reported an income of only $4.847. — His 
bookkeeper. he pleaded. was mainly re. 
sponsible for his plight: “I am as innocent 
as you are. My bookkeeper got me into 
this. I gave him everything I knew hon. 
estly, and with no thought of cheating. He 
messed me up.” 

Lurding denied that he had paid any 
protection money for the operation of the 
handbook in his cafe. He said he didn’t 
pay anybody. beyond making a_ political 


contribution of about $100 a year. Police | 


records show 14 arrests for handbooking 
at Lurding’s cafe since 1945. The 
prietor was not arrested on any of the 
occasions, 

The 300 handbooks cited by the Times 
in making its estimate of the local book. 
making business did not. it was said, ip- 
clude those operating outside the city 
limits. The 20-per cent-profit estimate re. 
portedly was obtained from a bookmaker 
who said his share usually amounted to 
about one-fifth of his handle.

SERVICE SETBACK 

The Ninth Federal Court of Appeals, in 
California. has upheld the right of West- 
ern Union to refuse service to Continental 
Press Service .the organization which fur- 
nishes race results to bookmakers. 

The decision, issued earlier this month, 
was concurred in by three Federal judges. 

The Federal court got into the picture 
this way: In April, after an investigation 
by California’s Commission on Organized 


Crime, State Attorney General Fred N, 
Howser ordered Western Union to stop 
serving Continental in California. Ed- 
ward J. McBride. described as the owner 
of Continental, asked for a Federal re- 
straining order which would require 
Western Union to continue to furnish 
wires to the service. The order was de- 
nied, but because the State attorney gen- 
eral did not appear to defend his position, 
Federal Judge J. F. T. O’Connor allowed 
the wires to remain open pending an ap- 
peal by Continental. 

A panel of three Federal judges ruled 
against the appeal. But there is a_possi- 
bility that the service may continue pend- 
ing a re-hearin,. if Continental asks for 
one. 

The three judges ruled against Con- 
tinental on this basis: The Federal Com- 
munications Commission regulations state 
that “the telegraph company reserves the 


right to discontinue service . . . when it 
receives notice . . . from enforcement 


agencies that the service is being fur 
nished contrary to law.” 

The judges added: “It is not necessary 
that there be guilty participation of the 
senders of the messages to the “drop 
(relay station). The guilty use of the 
drop in receiving messages is enough to 
show an illegal use of the wires’ services.”

Arabian Sale Called Off 


Auction of 125 Arabian horses at the 
Department of Agriculture’s Kellogg 
Ranch. at Pomona, Calif... on December 
17. was called off. 

Charles Brannan, Secretary of Agricul. 
ture. canceled the sale presumably 
cause of public protests over the dispersal 
of one of the world’s largest Arabian 
studs. And the Polish Government. also 
had objected to the sale because it claimed 
18 of the horses. The horses had_ been 
seized by the U. S. Army in Germany. ac: 
cording to Josef Winiewiez. Polish ambas- 
sador to the United States. 

The horses have been under the charge 
of Major Charles Team. of the Army Re- 
mount Service. The Remount. which has 
been disbanded, turned all its horses over 
to the Department of Agriculture. but 
Major Team had remained in charge of 
the Arabians. He said his staff was re- 
turning sealed bids and checks to bidders. 
“Everything is just as it was before.” he 
explained. “We have the horses here, and 
on the basis of present information they 
will remain here.” 

The California ranch was established 
by W. K. Kellogg more than 25. years 
ago. In 1932 he gave the ranch and 
horses to the University of California. 
which turned its title over to the Army in 
1942. Last July the Army Remount Serv- 
ice. which was ordered dissolved. trans 
ferred the ranch and breeding stock te 
the Department of Agriculture.
